Paris, Feb. 16.—M. DeCrais, minister 
of the colonies, has received a telegram 
from the governor of the French Con- 
g^o, M. H. De Lamothe, announcing 
the defeat in battle of Rabah, 
the 
principal chieftain of the central Sou­ 
dan, by a French expedition. Kabah 
has long been the strongest opponent 
of the extension of French influence 
in the Soudan. He was formerly a slave 
of Zeber Pasha, himself a great Soudan 
ruler, but revolted and formed a king­ 
dom of his own in Central Africa, sub­ 
jugating potentate after 
potentate 
until he became head of a vast empire. 
His career of victory gained for him 
the name of the “African Napoleoh.'* 
The French have been fighting his 
power for years, and this dis])atch an­ 
nounces his overthrow. 
It 
appears 
th;it he was strongly intrenched at 
Kouna, between the French Congo and 
Lake Tchad, which is the objective of 
all French expeditions, whether across 
the Sahara from Algeria or from the 
French colonies in West Africa and the 
Congo. Kouna was defended by 12,000 
men. with L\500 rifles and three can­ 
non. 


.\fter a desperate fight, according to 
the dispatch, the French demolished 
the fortress 
Two of Habah's cannon 
were destroyed b,y* the French shells. 
Habah, who was wounded dtiring the 
tight, fled six hours before its con­ 
clusion. The commander of the French 
expedition, however, admits that prac­ 
tically half of his own force was placed
